District, Teachers Approve 3-year Contract 


With the ratification of a three- 
year collective bargaining agree- 
ment between the school district 
andthelocalteachers' union, new 
superintendent Carl J. Weiss is 
hopeful that both parties can con- 
tinue to work collaboratively to 
meet the difficult financial times 
of the future. 


A contract that was ratified by the 
Romulus Community Schools and the 
Romulus Education Association earlier 
this month has helped the district stave 
off (or at least postpone) a prospective 
budget crisis that could have led to 
significant cuts in educational program- 
ming in the near future. - 

The three-year collective bargain- 
ingagreementwas reached after lengthy 
negotiations that began last spring. 

According to Dick Kruse, the dis- 
trict's director of public relations, the 
new contract contains several unique 
provisions that recognize the current 
difficult economic times at both district 
and state levels. 

They include: 

First (Current) School Year 

e apay freeze (0% pay increase) for 
all teachers, 

e a"step" freeze for all teachers on the 
first nine steps of the district's ten- 
step salary schedule, which equates 
one step with one year of service, 

¢ acontinuation of the current $5/$10 
(generic/brand name) co-pay for pre- 
scription drugs. 

Second School Year 

e reinstatement of the step progres- 
sion for teachers on the first nine 
steps of the salary schedule, 

e an off-schedule payment equal to 
half of the previous step, 


° a3% pay increase for teachers on 
the tenth step, and 

e establishment of a $10/$10 co-pay 
for prescription drugs. 

Third School Year 

° continuation of the step progression 
for teachers on the first nine steps, 

e an off-schedule payment equal to 
the other half of the previous step, 

¢ a 3% pay increase for teachers on 
the tenth step, and 

e establishment of a $10/$20 co-pay 
for prescriptions. 

Spokespersons for the district and 
the teachers' union acknowledged the 
spirit of compromise exhibited by each 
party. 

"This agreement shows a commit- 
ment from both teachers and the Board 
of Education to do what is best for our 


schooldistrict," said superintendent Carl’ 


J. Weiss. "We all knew that compro- 
mises needed to be made in order to 
reach an agreement, and both sides 
worked very hard at negotiating those 
compromises. 

"Putting negotiations behind us will 
allow both parties to continue to work 
collaboratively toward providing the best 
possible program for students during 
these difficult financial times," he added. 

REA president Jason Salhaney also 
hopes for continued collaboration be- 
tween the district and teachers. 

"Both sides did what's best for the 
community," he stated. "Each gave up 
something in the spirit of compromise." 

Salhaney expressed pride in the 
fact that teachers took the proverbial 
high road throughout the negotiations 
process, and unstintingly fulfilled their 
educational obligations to the children 
of Romulus despite the lack of acontract. 
He also noted that the teachers’ willing- 
ness to make significant financial con- 
cessions clearly demonstrates their 
commitment. 

"By accepting acontractthat freezes 
both pay and step progression for 2006— 
2007, our teachers gave the district a 
savings of about $850,000 for this year 


- alone," said Salhaney. "This nearly un- 


precedented sacrifice on our part—which 
amounts to about $3,600 per teacher — 
should give the district the reprieve that 
it needs to get the budget in order, 
assess the progress of the current Lim- 
ited Schools of Choice program, and 
lookinto other possibilities for enhancing 
revenue, including the establishment of 
corporate sponsorships, business part- 


nerships, and local education founda- 
tions. Options such as pay-to-play sports 
should be explored, too. 

"Finally," he added, "we encourage 
the district to continue the process of 
going through the budget with a fine- 
tooth comb to find areas where money 
can be saved while still preserving the 
instructional integrity of our program." 

Board of Education secretary Ken- 
neth Mientkiewicz complimented the 
teachers and the administration on their 
successful negotiation process. 

"It was a truly cooperative endeav- 
or," said Mientkiewicz. "The teachers 
recognized that our current financial 
situation necessitated compromise, and 
they did their part." 

Mientkiewicz agreed with Salhaney 
that the district must continue to explore 
alternative sources of revenue. 

"Now that the contract negotiations 
are behind us, we can begin holding 
study sessions about additional funding 
and budget priorities," he stated. "The 
district will be seeking input about these 
and other issues from both teachers 
and residents." 

About 85% of the REA's 232-teacher 
membership voted on the proposed 
contract, which received approval from 
87% ofthe voters, according to Salhaney. 

The Board of Education granted its 
approval by a vote of 5-1, with trustee 
Thomas Kuderik as the sole dissenter. 
Teasurer Betty Lenossi was absent 
(excused). 0

During a recent meeting of the Ro- 
mulus Community Schools Board of 
Education, Board members heard pre- 
sentations about the effectiveness of 
the district's Comprehensive School Re- 
form program (CSR) given by three of 
its coordinators. 

"CSR grants help to bring technol- 
ogy into the classroom, and help teach- 
ers find ways to use it to enhance their 
students' achievement," explained dis- 
trict spokesperson Dick Kruse. "Indi- 
vidual schools within the district have 
been receiving CSR monies since 2002." 

CSR coordinator Barb Knight told 
the Board: "Romulus schools have re- 
ceived more than 15,000 hours of pro- 
fessional development and over $2.16 
million in total funds from the CSR

grants." These grants, she added, have 
also stressed data analysis and indi- 
vidual development plans for both teach- 
ers and students. 

According to spokesperson Kruse, 
the CSR grants were closely coordi- 
nated with the district's Compass Learn- 
ing System Integrated Learning Sys- 
tem. The ILS enables students to work 
at independent levels and improve at 
their own pace, step by step. 

"If a student misses a question in 
math, forexample, he/she goes through 
a process known as ‘branching,'" said 
Kruse. "This enables him/her to try sev- 
eral new, easier problems before again 
attempting one at the level that he/she 
previously missed." 

CSR coordinator Dawn Sims noted, 
"A special server allows teachers to 
monitor each student's progress. If the 
teacher notices that several students 
are having difficulties with the same 
type of problem, he/she can ‘freeze’ all 
student screens and give instructive 
explanations on individual student com- 
puters oronalarge, drop-down screen." 

And CSR coordinator Molly Mc- 
Glynn explained, "Another way that 
teachers can use technology to improve 
instruction is by examining student re- 
sults on standardized tests such as the 
Michigan Educational Assessment Pro- 
gram (MEAP) and on local pre- and 
post-class tests. Teachers can see the 
percentage of incorrect answers to ques- 
tions and design lessons that will help 
future student performance." 

RCS Curriculum Department direc- 
tor Tom Dolan noted that Compass 
Learning was very impressed by the 
improvement shown by students in sev- 
eral of our schools. 

“They even purchased our program 
and made it available to school districts 
across the country," he stated.
